bert Saucier to Get; Confes- 
sion from Fellow Convict. 


BITS OF EVIDENCE CITED. 
Albert Charest, Robber, Garried 
Knife and Rope Like. Bhose 
in Jewelers: Murder. 


From behind the walls of the Joliet peni- 
tentiary yesterday there came 4 story—a 
“leak "~which may solve the Logue mur- 
der mystery. 

Acting under instructions of Capt. John 
Halpin, chief of the Chicago detective bu- 
reau, @ convict is endeavoring to get a con- 
fession from another convict who is sus- 
pected of being the Logue slayer. The man 
who Halpin believes “ knows something ’’ 
about the murder of Logue is Albert Gha- 
rest, who was sentenced to the penitentiary 
a few weeks ago for a series of burglaries 
and robberies. 

Before going to prison Charest was af- 
fiicted with tuberculosis, and the confine- 
ment has aggravated his case. Capt. Halpin 
is of the belief that he will “ come through ”’ 
with a confession that will solve the Logue 
mystery. Doctors say he will die in prieon. 


Brief History of Orime. 
Logue_was a dealer in oki gold and silver. 
His office was in McVicker’s Theater build- 
ing. On Dec. 20 he was murdered there be- 
tween 12:30 and 1:30 o'clock in the afternoon. 
The victim had been shot, hie face burned 
with acM, stabbed sixteen times, his hands 
bound together with a piece of clothes line, 
and a ball of tightly compressed silk, appar- 
ently torn from a petticoat, was jammed into 
his mouth and fastened with tape tied at the 
back of his head. 

THe TRIBUNE correspondent at Joliet 
learned from a reliable source that Capt. 
Halpin has for a long time suspected Charest 
of being implicated in the Logue slaying, if, 
indeed, he were not the murderer. One of 
Halpin's sleuths—said to be Detective Dan 
O'Hara—visited the penitentiary soon after 
Charest was received there and “ framed ”’ 
with another convict to worm a confession 
from the suspect. 
Charest, with a companion, named Hubert 
Saucier, was arrested in the fore part of 
January. Saucier confessed to fifteen bur- 
glaries and four holdups, in which, he said. 
Charest was his partner in crime. Charest 
refused to make any statement and took his 
prison sentence without a murmur. 
Detective O’Hara admitted there was a sus- 
picion that Charest was implicated in the 
Logue murder, and thet he wag being ‘“‘worked 
upon " in prison by another convict. 


Tells of Charest Suspicion. 
“There are several strange circumstances 
that would lead one to believe Charest had a 
hand in the Logue murder,” said O'Hara. 
“He was settled for several jobe—stickups 
and prowls—and although we never had any 
goods on him for the Logue case there has 


been a strong suspicion that he was mixed 
up tn that affair. oe ine

Waleon was sued by his wife, charging de 
sertion. Walson, who is a real estate dealer 
at 117 North Dearborn etreet, replied with a 
list of beatings he is said to have undergone 
during his married life. Judge Gibbons de- 
cided that $15 a we@k was sufficient for Mrs. 
Walson pending a hearing of the suit. This 
enraged Mrs. Walson, and she broke away 
from her attorney and ran down the corridor 
of the county building. 

Here Is Diary. 

Among the charges mace by Walson 
against his wife are the following dates of 
alleged “* beatings "’: 

Dec. 8, 1911—Struck him with a beer bottle, 
broke it over his head, and knocked him 
down. On this occasion she also threw a rope 
with a slip noose over his head and nearly 
succeeded in choking him to death, he says. 

December, 1911—During this month after 
the first assault locked him in a bathroom and 
compelled him to sleep in the tub al! night 
long. 

mab 5, 1912—Attacked him and kicked him 
in the abdomen. As a result he was incapaci- 
tated from business for some time, he says. 

Aug. 1, 1912—Took his clothes, locked him in 
a room so that he was unable to leave the 
house and had to call the police in order to be 
released. 

Talks All Night. 

Sept. 4, 1912—Assaulted him, screamed, and 
talked all night, so that he weskept awake. 

Sept. 12, 1912—Struck him repeatedly in the 
face and blacked his eyes so that he was 
ashamed to appear in public. 

January, 1913—Threw hot water over him, 
attacked him with a knife, and drove him 
away so that he was afraid to retgrn fora 
couple of days. 

March 18, 1918~Attacked him with a carv~- 
ing knife, threatened to kill him, and actu- 
ally cut him as he dodged out of a door. 

April 14, 1913—This was the day they last 
separated, She threw a@ plate of butter over 
his clothes, grabbed him, and bit his thumb 
so badly that the nail came off, and he was 
compelled to seek a physician's attention.

At 7 o'clock Wit- 
mer arrived at the school, got a ladder and 
cut the effigy down. Thursday night another 
effigy wae hung from the flag pole on top of 
the schoo! house. 


Put Signs on Walks. 
Yesterday morning members of the senior 
class painted white signs on the sidewalks 
near the. school. Marshal Sweeney gum- 
shoed about until he ascertained that the 
painting had been done by the members of 
the senior class and then went to the school 
atd took all thé boys in the class in tow. 
They, were informed that unless they cp- 
iterated the signs they would be arrested. 
The signs were removed, much to the amuse- 
ment of those of Maywood's citizens who are

Recalls One Holdup by Pair. 

“Among the holdup victims who identi- 
fled Saucier and Charest was Michael Wick- 
art, a saloonkeeper at 1401 West Congress 
street. He was stuck up in his place about 
the lst of November. 

‘ Saucier held a revolver to his head while 
Charest slashed him on the head, face, and 
neck with a knife. Both corners of his 
mouth were slit, and a strange coincidence 
was that he received #teen stab wounds, 
the same number of wounds found on Logue. 

“A pilece of clothes line was found tied 
around Logue’s hands. It was of the same 
length as the two pieces of rope found on 
Charest when he was arrested. Five or six 
other pieces, all of the same length, were 
found in hig room. 

‘‘A druggist in West Madison street, near 
Forty-first avenue, was held up by two men, 
who tied him with a piece of clothes line 
This piece was of the same length as the 
ones found in the possession of Charest. 


Knife Had Peculiar Blade. 

“As I said before; the knife found on 
Charest had a peculiar blade. I madea clay 
stuffed man and sunk the knife blade into 
it several times to see what kind of a cut 
it would make. The cuts were identical 
with those in Logue’s coat. There was a 
peculiarity about some of these cuts, which, 
to be understood, would have to be seen. I 
calted Capt. Halpin's attention ito the strange 
coincidence and showed him the cuts which 
I made in the stuffed man and compared 
them with the cute on Logte’s coat. I also 
gave Coroner Hoffman an illustration of 
slashing the stuffed man, and comparing the 
cuts, but the coroner wae convinced some 


murderer. 

“ Since Logue was slain I have learned 
he did business with thieves, receiving ship- 
ments of gold and silverware by express 
from distant points. It wasa thief who killed

Elwood Farmer’s Boy, Spurned Third 
Time, Takes Poison, Which Fails as 
Did Rope and Pistol.

Elmer Aageson of Elwood, Ill, son of a 
wealthy farmer, yesterday made his annual 
spring attempt at suicide. As on the previous 
two occasions the effort to take his own life 
was preceded by a proposal of marriage to 
Mise Martha Jones, a school teacher. As 
before, his endeavors were not crowned by 
euccess. 

Aageson, who is 20 years old, began trying 
to kill himself in the spring of 1911. He had 
been to a dance, and in an intermission of- 
fered Miss Jones his heart and hand She 
showed such languid interest that Aageson 
went right out and hanged himself to a tree 
Bome of the dancers found him ih that un 
ecmfortabie position and cut him down. 

In the spring of 1912 Aageson again pro- 
posed to Miss Jones. The young woman 
spurned him sao. emphatically he pulled « 
pistol out of his pocket and shot himself. The 
wound, however, proved superficial.

Aageson yesterday dressed himself in his 
best and went to the schoolhouse where Miss 
Jones was teaching. She greeted him coldly. 
He started to propose and she walked away. 
Aageson took a bottle of poison from his 
pocket and swallowed its contents. Miss 
Jones summoned help and the young man 
was taken home, where it was said last night 
he would recover. 

‘‘ Better luck next time,” was the message 
he sent out to a reporter.

Crushing of Foot. 

A peculiar automobile accident yesterday 
caused the death of Dr. Franklin B. Gott- 
schalk, 8&8 Montrose avenue.

Mr. Har- 
rison has chosen a good subject, Mas de- 
veloped well and logically, has wriiten with 
both care and spontaneity, and hae—self- 
evidently—subjected his book to revision and 
eriticism. The result is a novel of more 
substance,<but not quite such quaintnese and 
charm, as “ Queed’” and a sustainment of 
power far exceeding the first novel.

She goee her triumphal way after the manner 
of petted daughters and she holds the uncon- 
scious belief that all things should give way 
before her. Her beauty, her pleasure, her 
reputation are priceless things, so she be- 
lieves—so, indeed, she has been taught to be- 
lieve. She uses her powers to captivate a 
man high above her in wealth, family, posi- 
tion, and culture, and having won him she 
dismisses him because in the meantime her 
soul has been awakened by “ V. V.’’—Dr. 
Vivian in politer phrase—a physician labor- 
ing among the poor. She does not know that 
she loves him.

He has been a severe critic of her father and 
his factory, has put her hopelessty in the 
wrong in regard to a matter of great moral 
significance, and has more than once com- 
pelied her to walk in the valley of humili- 
ation. Yet he has fanned the dying flowers 
ef her spirit, and when he dies, a victim to 
the overloaded floors of her father’s neg- 
lected factory, she knows her life must run, in 
so far as it may, in the course which his 
would have taken had he lived.

mothers of the Woman's Armstrong 

| Neighborhood club in the Armstrong 

school, at Greenleaf avenue and Pingree 
street... The question before the house was 
whether or not the tango was artistic and grace- 
ful. |A few mothers denounced it as not only 
indecent but ungraceful and foolish, while 
others held that when ee by experienced 
toe artists, costumed properly,. the tango was 
“inspirational.”.

The discussion of the tango came as a sequel 
to ah address by Mrs. B. F, Langworthy of 
River Forest, woo spoke on “Dress and Chap- 
eronage of Young Persons.” Mrs. Langworthy 
decried the modern tendency of mothers to 
allow their young daughters to dress in “thin 
stockings, tight skirts, low necks, and short 
sleeves,” 

“When young girls reach the eighth grade 
they are of about the age when they wish to 
ape their older sisters in high school in — 
And iwhat do these older sisters wear? hada 
stockings so thin that it is sometimes difficult 
to tell whether there is a stocking or merely a 
blushing Iimb; extremely tight skirts, and 
Waists that’are low at the neck and short of 
sleeve. 

“We mothers should start a crusade against 
this sort of dress. It is a temptation to boys, 
and if we don’t make our girls dress more 
sanely for the sake of our own boys, we ought 
to think of the boys of other mothers.”

The president of the Merchants and Savings 
bank announced he is going to start every baby 
born in Kenosha right in life, «~* he does not 
care how much his offer increases the birth 
rate. Just as soon as the “little stranger” is 
ablé to make his wants known, even in the most 
unspeakable of baby talk, he is going to have a 
bank account. The bank book is to become a 
part of every cradle in Kenosha, and many a 
new baby may have something his father never 
had—a bank account.

Henry B. Robinson, president of the bank, is 
@ man with a family, and he is not only inter- 
ested in seeing babies, and lots of babies, but he 
also is concerned in seeing the deposits of his 
bank grow. 

“You know we bankers 40 a lot of adver- 
tising to teach people how to save, but I believe 
this plan bedts them all,” he said. “I am not 
only willing to give every baby born in Kenosha 
a dollar, but I am going to keep it up just as 
long as I am a banker and just as long as babies 
continue to arrive.

Tomates Help. 


We find that tomatoes help to cut the high 
cost of living. It requires but little space to 
raise them and they require so little attention. 
My husband sinks a tile in the ground about 
six or eight inches from the plant. Then, in 
the dry weather, he pours water into this tile, 
which slowly seeps to the roots, and he is re- 
warded by hardy vines and luscious tomatoes. 
I can the tomatoes by steaming them in a cov- 
ered kettle, and when they are heated through, 
put them into hot glass fruit jars, screwing hot 
covers on as quickly as I can. Then I stand the 
jare upside down from twenty-four to thirty- 
six hours and put them away in a dark corner 
of the cellar. I never lose a can and I use no 
seasoning. By doing this way the tomatoes keep 
nearly whole and are so good, served cold, in 
the winter time with mayonnaise or other kinds 
of dressing. By making soup, tomato toast, 
escalloped ‘tomatoes, and baked tomatoes. the 
meat bill is greatly reduced. Paying cash as 
one goes along isthe biggest factor in cutting 
expenses, and once one gets the habit one will 
do no other way.
